RAREY ON BLINKERS. 

Taxinc up The New York Observer to look at 
the Editor’s remarks on President Hopkins’s views 
of the relations of the American Board to the sub- 
ject of Slavery, we lighted, ia another column of 
the paper, (whether it was a secular or religious 
column we cannot tell) on an article concerning 
Mr. Rarey’s views on blinkers. It seems a won- 
derful discovery that horses can do without blink- 
ers, or blinders, as we used to call them in New 
England; the discovery may possibly be exiended, 
and it may yet be found that men as well as 
horses are quite as safe without dlinders, and will 
run quite as well, quite as intelligently! Mr. 
Itarey states (according to The Observer) that the 
use of blinkers is rapidly disappearing in the United 
S'ates, and predicts increased usefulness in the 
horse, when this folly of the nineteenth century is 
abolished in London. 

In London they are taking the blinkers from the 
men and putting them on the horses; in this coun- 
try they are taking them from the horses, and put- 
ting them upon the men. To go safe and be kept 
under management in this country, institutions, 
corporations, boards, churches, pulpits, ministers, 
need blinkers. In England, where they are half 
the time under a fog, the method of treatment must 
of course be different, beginning with the horses. 
In this country, where the human chattels es- 
pecially are in danger of being blasted with excess 
of light, blinkers cannot be dispensed with, and 
the proposition to abolish them savors of radical- 
ism. Indeed it is unsafe hore to propose the abo- 
liiion of anything. 

On the subject of slavery, some of the friends of 
the American Board think we cannot get along 
without blinkers. Even side viows of the Gospel 
against slavery they think will startle the whole 
team from its propriety. It ought to be driven 
straight in the direction of a pure Gospel, without 
aiming at any sin in particular, without being per- 
mitted to notice any sin in particular, and under 
the one plain rule of giving no offense anywhere 
but especially at home; and therefore, in order 
that it may drive right in tke midst of all manner 
of sin, and not be disturbed by it, or ran against 
it, all vision but that which is foreign, and in a 
straight line with the pole of the carriage, must 
be excluded. 

The inventions to gain this purpose in more 
than one of our Ecclesiastical Corporations, are 
increasing, and some of them are very ingenious, 
and will be patented. Some of the best of them 
were the result of much thought in the putting 
together of some twelve or fifteen of the best and 
wisest heads of the country in committee. For 
example, the plan cut out for the Tract Society to 
issue tracts concerning the moral duties that grow 
out of the existence of slavery as an Institution, 
is a very fine specimen of the blinker. The point 
of excellence claiming the patent in this case was 
the exclusion of the ground idea of sin from the 
mental vision, of course dispensing with the use 
of the vexatious word sin, whether sin per se, or 
merely sin prohihitum., 

The methods of the Tract Society, with its 
books, contriving that men may drive straight 
through them from beginning to end, as a man of 
fashion might drive a span of horses down Broad- 
way, without so much as knowing that such a sin 
as slavery, or the rebuke of it, ever existed, are 
good ingenious specimens of blinker. The 
covering up of the word slavery, because it is no 
bigger than a sixpence, isa very fine example of 
the blinkers. Inasmuch as they cannot put their 

blinkers on their readers, they must put them on 





_ their books; there is no alternative. Blinkers 


there must be; the world would go insane with- 
out blinkers ; all eyes would be dazzled without 
blinkers ; the most obfuscated steadiest old fogies 
would become skittish as unbroken colts without 
blinkers ; all our conservatives would startle at 
their own shadows without blinkers. 

Blinkers there must be; you can never tame 
society without them; you can never subdue the 
*aperings and prancings of free wild “ cruisers,” 
#0 a8 to make the highways of trade safe, without 
them. Nothing is so safe, as when men are har- 
hessed in the domestic institution, moving at the 

































touch of its reins, with their vision so barrieaded, 
that they can see nothing but what is straight be- 
fore them, and are eompelled to walk according to 
the range of their blinkers, turning neither to the 
right hand nor to the left. 

The expunction, by the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, of the article forbidding the bay- 
ing and selling of human beings as sinful, but 
not meaning by sueh expunction to express any 
opinion.in regard to slavery, was a similar in- 
genious specimen of the blinkers. 

The scraping of the slave out of Ary Scheffer’s 
picture, in order to fit it for the Prayer-Book, was 
a very remarkable specimen of the blinker. No- 
ihing so effectually blinks a subject, as the re- 
moval of it entirely out of sight. The scraping 
out of the text, “Remember them that are in 
bonds, as bound also with them,” would be the 
same blinker applied to the New Testament. 

The introduction and adoption, in the General 
Orthodox Creed, of the article that slavery is not 
sik in itself, and that only the evils growing out 
of it are to be reprobated answers all thg ends of 
every blinker yet patented. Even as an evil, re- 
garded in this ingenious methed, slavery is not 
malum in etc., but only malum prohibitum. 

The treatment of slavery as sin only in the eon- 
erete, but not in the abstract, or vice versa as sin 
only in the abstract, but not in the concrete, will 
answer the same purpose. If you succeed in pre- 
venting any definition of slavery except by its 
evils, you prevent also the condemnation, and 
have got one of the best blinkers possible. 

The adoption of the rule, that in all young 
men’s gssociations, but especially Christian, no 
subject whatever shall be permitted to be discuss- 
ed, concerning which there is any difference of 
opinion, is a wonderfully decisive and comprehen- 
sive method of the blinker. Itis as good as char- 
ity soup-houses for the poor, to prevent the vexa- 
tion of individual consciences with the question 
ef their relief by employment. 

The putting up of a sign-board over the doors 
of our prayer-meetings, informing the public that 
no controveried subjects are permitted to be intro- 
duced here, is an excellent mode of the blinker, to 
prevent the vagaries of radicalism under the pre- 
tense of grace. The removal of each black sheep, 
as fast as he enters, separating him from the white 
fold, and carrying him up stairs, is an additional 
security. The controversy is thus blinked, both 
in the abstract and the concrete, and the prayer- 
meeting is rendered as homogencous and perfect a 
unity as a piece of concrete spar. There is also 
this advantage, that the black sheep is carried 
nearer heaven, and is above the prayers below, 
even if he be not the subject of them. 

Let no man imagine, however, that the blinker 
is a modern invention. On the contrary, it was 
patented immediately after the fall, and perhaps 
the very first example of it, in Cafh’s hands, was, 
after all, the most perfect. ‘“ For the Lord said 
unto Cain, Where is Abel, thy brother? And he 
said, | know not. Am } my BROTHER'S KEEPER?” 
There is a blinker for you, “‘as is a blinker”; it 
can scarcely be improved upon, though there may 
be great ingenuity in adorning and fastening it. 

The reopening of the slave-trade, and its coast- 
wise protection, afford a great field for the blinker. 
The question of the right of search is an admira- 
ble political blinker, as good as a hatchway batten- 
ed down over the whole mischief. The ignoring 
of abill of indictment by the Grand Jury, against 
the owners and navigators of slave-vessels, is as 
good as Cain’s defiance, without its apparant inso- 
lexce. Nevertheless, as to all modifications of 
Cain’s patent, there are some difficulties. As for 
example, “If thou forbear to deliver them that 
are drawn unto death, and those that are ready to 
be slain; if thou sayest, Behold we knew it not; 
doth not he that pondereth the heart consider it? 
And he that keepeth thy soul, doth not he know 
it? And shall not he render to every man accord- 
ing to his works?” 

The famous maxim, Our country, righ? or wrong, 
go it blind! is a thorough specimen of the demo- 
cratic blinker. A still more perfect example is 
the assertion of the inherent right of popular sov- 
ereignty to do wrong, and the plank in our judicial 
platform, that black men have no rights that white 
men are bound to respect. As good as this, and 
quite as comprehensive, ecclesiastically, is the 
fundamental plank, or principle, that nothing 
shall be said against sin, as £\3, which does not 
meet the approbation of all evangelical Christians 
of every denomination. 

The declaration that neither the Tract Society 
nor the American Board is an Anti-Slavery So- 
ciety, is another fine specimen of the blinker. It 
has advantages even over the original patent; for 
it blinks the whole subject of slavery in the most 
perfect and decisive way. In regard to the Amer- 
ican Board, for example, The New York Observer 
and The Boston Recorder announce this decision 
as a declaration of independence, cutting off all 
those thorns in the flesh, that have so provoked 
men’s patience, in the shape of pricks and goads 
from Anti-Slavery radicals. Just as if either the 
American Board or the Tract Society could have 
anything to do with slavery in any way ! 

The recent Report of the Board on the Cherokee 
and Choctaw Missions is a very admirable in- 
stance of the practical blinker. When you ean 
blink a difficulty or a sin, by turning it bodily 
over into other hands, it is outof your jurisdiction ; 
you can never again be twitted with it, or called 
upon to wash your hands of it. 

The effort of The New York Evangelist, and of 
the Stated Clerk of the General Assembly, to ex- 
cuse the erasure of the testimony of God’s Word 
against slavery, that testimony which denounced 
it as the guilt of man-stealing, is a capital speci- 
men of the blinker. So was the erasure itself a 
very curious and perfect specimen of the blinker. 
Ecclesiastical skill was never more needed, nor 
ever more happily exercised, in blinking the testi- 
mony of God’s Word against sin. The explana- 
tion of the expunction is not so adroit, being more 
cumbrous, indeed, than the whole original Assem- 
bly’s blinker, which was a very composed and 
compact thing. The Assembly of 1816 expunged 
the note against slavery ; and simple expunction 
is the briefest, safest, most executive possible ex- 
ample of the blinker, the least liable to entangle- 
ment or miseonception, and the least open to 
question. The Assembly of 1836 thought they 
could improve upon this patent, though wherever 
sin is to be blinked, who could improve upon si- 
lence? There is exceeding great wisdom in si- 
lence. 

However, some persons will be always tinker- 
ing, and can never be persuaded to let well 
alone ; s0 the Assembly of 1836 explained that the 
testimony of God’s Word being only. in a note, the 
Assembly of 1794 had no business to put it in 
“ The Book” ; consequently, its insertion was not 





the work of the Church; eonsequently, neither 
was its expunction. This is aa improvement, 
blinking the original blinker, somewhat as if 
McCormick’s Reaper should be so improved as to 
reap down itself, or the common scythe so 
amended, as to cut off the legs of the mower in- 
stead of the grass. In the muititude of words 
there wanteth not sin, but he that refraineth his 
lips is wise. * C. 


MISREPRESENTATION,. 





The N. Y. Express of January 10th has the fol- 
lowing editorial : 

“ Sensation Preaching. 

“ Few things have of late done more to depreciate 
the influenee of Christian ministers, and, indeed, of 
Christianity itself, than the fashion eo much in v 
of seneation preaching. It has been set by Mr. Beech- 
er and others of his stamp—men of talent, men of ea- 
ergy, and determined to make a mark, to accomplish 
an object by some means or other. They do, indeed, 
make a mark, but it is one not altogether enviable ; 
they do accomplish an object, but at the same time 
they injnre the cause they espouse. They decrease 
the consideration to which their calling is entitled— 
they belittle great themes by their mode of handling 
such—and they induce others without their ability to 
imitate their faults (for imitators always copy faults) 
—they themselves caricature preaching while they 
fritter away its influence. What can be said of the re- 
marks of Mr. Beecher on Sunday last, that ‘the Apos- 
tles were taken from the lowest dregs of society; that 
they were men without character, intelligence, hon- 
esty, education, or worth; that, comparing these men 
with the great majority of people in that age, the 
comparison sunk the Apostles greatly below their fel- 
lowe. Some were liare, some drunkards, some betray- 
ers, bone seemingly worthy; they never hesitated to 
indulge in the most shameful deception to lead him 
(Christ) astray as to their real motives’ ? 

“ This lenguege is taken verbatim from a report of the 
sermen, and, we are told, was continued for some time 
in a similar etrain. Not only is it inaccurate and in- 
correct in statement,—for the Apostles were not liars 
and drunkards, nor devoid of racter and intelli- 
= such a@ tone injures the effect of a sermon. 

tmay prove ‘taking’ with a few,—that is, it ereates 
a sensation at the moment of —- but, with all 
thinking or sensible hearers, it must detract from any 
consideration they might otherwise allow to the dis- 
course. Now, as the object of preaching should be 
hardly of the ad captandum sort, the style that we ob- 
ject to cannot be considered appropriate.” 

We scarcely need to say that that part of the 
statement on which the eriticism is founded is not 
true. We did not say that the Apostles were 
liars, nor drunkards, nor that they “never hesi- 
tated to indulge in the most shameful deception to 
lead him (Christ) astray as to their real motives.” 

On the contrary we were showing that the dis- 
ciples represented wniversal man, being selected 
neither from the best nor from the worst men; 
that they had just those failings and sins which 
lead common men to doubt whether God will love 
them ; and that Christ’s love to men of such man- 
ifest weaknesses as they possessed, was the great- 
est blessing to the world. It taught the nature of 
Divine Love, which is the world’s salvation. 

The Express says “ this language was taken ver- 
batim from a report of the sermon.” No doubt, it 
was taken from a report of the sermon. It cer- 
tainly was not taken from the sermon itself. It is 
not only a mistake, but a clear misrepresentation. 
The Express employs this entire misrepresenta- 
tion as the basis of an article upon “‘ sensation 
preaching,” and which is pointed full at our pul- 
pit. 

Well, we confess the belief that preaching was 
originally ordained to produce decided sensations, 
and that, as long as men are bad and need to be 
made better, no preaching will ever do any good 
that preduces no sensation. It may be that the 
good folks of The Lapress do not need any more 
stirring up. But they ought not to make their 
Christian attainments e bar to such preaching as 
is still needed in Brooklyn, where men are sinners 
yet, and need preaching that produces decided 
sensations. 

That preachers sometimes employ poor mate- 
tials in preducing sensations may be true. But 
the fault is not in the aiming at sensation, but in 
the putting of wrong shot, or no shot at all, in the 
gun. Pulpits are sometimes built nowadays, like 
Chinese forts, with wooden guns. These, we 
suppose, are non-sensation pulpits. But a pulpit 
with wooden heads in it, will soon have pews 
with blockheads, or no heads at all. 

It gives us profound satisfaction to reckon The 
Express among the number of the peaceful saints 
whore attainments in piety pul them beyond the 
need of sensation-preaching. Happy men! In 
your serene altitude eome no storms, no doubts, no 
struggles! Ye rest! Butoh watch against trans- 
lation, lest the world suddenly lose you, and we 
be left to our yet darker lot! x 

FROM OUR WASHINGTON CORRE- 

SPONDENT. 


Dear Inperenvent: The week has been fruitfal 
in interest. The Pacific Railroad bill still forms the 
staple article of discussion, upon which the veteran 
Houston of Texas has aired his love for the Union, and 
his egotiem alike, in a long speech in reply to the dis- 
union one delivered by Iverson of Georgia, noticed in 
my last. Quite a wordy passage-at-arms took place 
between the two, “ old Sam,” as he is familiarly called, 
keeping freezingly eool and striking heavy blows, and 
“fighting his battles o'er again”’—showing how he 
“fought, bled, and’’—received office at the hands of 
hie grateful country. Iverson was waspish. Tram- 
bull of Illinois had driven him to the wall in honest 
argument, the indefatigable Wilson of Mass. had 
poured in a battery of facts upon him, for the “ Natick 
cobbler” is a walking chain shotted battery of facts, 
nay, is himself a genuine New England /act ; and to 
have the old “ hero of Alamo” literally flay him with 
the Union blade, was too much for Iverson. His 
anger got the better of his judgment, and personalities 
came stinging from his lips. He warned the hero of 
Texas that his senatorial sun was setting ; that his 
constituency had left him at home because he loved 
the South less and the Union more; he charged him 
with a series of aspirations for the Presidency long as 
& grocer’s quarterly bill—in fact, made charges against 
the stately old hero perfectly wolfish It did not 
excite Texas a whit—he is coolest when the fight is 
hottest ; and repudiating all desire for the post of Chief 
Magistrate, he very deliberately related to the hot 
Georgian the fable of the ass kicking the dead lion in 
the face. That wastoo much. Georgia apologized, 
Texas bowed, and the ekirmish was over without any 
sealps being taken upon either side. Concerning the 
Pacific Railroad bill, the innocent cause of all this 
breaking out at the mouth, it is in queer shape, and if 
passed at all in the Senate, will be open to the most 
flagrant abuses at the very outset. It leaves the /oca- 
tion of the road to the determination of this selfish, cor- 
rupt, disunion Administration. We have certainly had 
“mail routes” and recommended “ protectorates” 
enough to indicate where the stream of Government 
gold would find a terminus if the bill should pass 
Millions upon millions would be sunk in the sterile 
regions embraced in the extreme Southern route, and 
no tide of emigration would follew it to save it from 
utter eonfiseation and irretrievable bankruptey in five 
years. Better by far throw the money in the ocean, 














than to place it subject to the disbursement of this 
weak and sectional Administration to build a railroad 
that will stand, guant as famine itself, at the 
doore of the national treasury for fifty years to 
come, and absorb faster than we can throw out. 

Virgivia has waked up. Her aristocratic Mason 
hae introduced a peculiar bill into the Senate. Tne 
Constitution provides that Congress alone shall declare 
war. That elause is exceedingly troublesome when 
the majority of that double body move slowly, and 
feel their way cautiously up to the investigation of 
Presidential recommendations. So the President 
views it, and so also does Senator Mason & Co. The 
“ Striet Constructionists” have been in a brown stady 
over the vexed question. A stiff, horrid, bloody war 
at this very time will benefit and may save the South- 
ern Democracy. The people are marching up into 
power with rapid strides ; they must be cheeked, or 
Democracy so-called is ‘* past praying for.” The slip- 
pery ones in Congress who would be pleased to grat- 
ify the Democratic longing for blood and carnage, and 
thus eave the elave-extending Administration from an- 
nibilation, are in the position of the eaptious Jews of 
old,—“ They fear the people.” Two impregnable 
barriers rear themeelvee against this pet scheme—the 
People fend the Constitution. The astute Senator 
from Virginia euts the Gordian knot, and introduces a 
bill granting to the President all power to fight all 
countries that it may please him, using the army and 
pavy as he desires—only stipulating that if Congress 
is in session, he shall notify them of it, and if not in 
cession, then when they do meet. That is the naked 
statement of the matter. If such a bill should pass 
into a law, we should be engaged ina war for Cubs in 
eix weeks, and with Mexico within the same number 
of months. It will not pass, but it shows the feeling 
and designs of the corrupt partyin power. Yourown 
Senator Seward, in view of the acknowledged impo 
tence of the Government to stop the slave-trade re- 
cently opened, has introduced a bill more stringent 
andefficacious. It will fail, however, for the Democ- 
racy will be almost a unit against it. 

The House has had under consideration, for the 
most of the week, a huge bill for the codification of the 
revenue laws—too bulky in ite provisions to claim 
even @ passing notice ina short letter. An interest- 
ing debate took place over a proposed amendment of- 
fered by our old friend, Giddings of Ohio. He moved 
to amend the bill by providing that section 9 of the 
“ Act to prohibit the importation of Slaves, ete , after 
the 1st of January, 1808—approved March 2d, 
1807,” be and is hereby repealed. For the benefit of 
your younger readers, I will state the substance of the 
section proposed to be repealed: It provides that the 
captain or other officer commanding a vessel of the 
burthen of forty tuns or more—sailing from any port 
within the juriedietion of our laws to any other within 
the eame, having on board s/aves, shall make out a list 
of such—with name, age, and color, as near as pos- 
sible—slating that they are slaves, and shall swear 
to such list before the collector or other officer 
who may be in charge of custom ; and that to the best 
of his knowledge and belief the “ persons”’ therein spe- 
cified were not imported or brought into the United 
States from and after the 1st of January, 1808, where- 
upon the collector or officer of customs shall certify 
the same on the manifest, returning a duplicate to the 
captain, with a permit authorizing him to proceed to 
the port of his destination, with a penalty for viola- 
tion, @e. It ie the section known as authorizing the 
coast-wise slave-trade—as full of horrors, in fact, as 
most of the celebrated “ middle passages.” 

Mr. Giddings made a powerful speech upon the 
amendment, stating that for over fifteen years he had 
been watching and waiting to find an opportunity to 
propose the repeal of this seetion when it would be 
tn order under the rules to do so, and for the first time 
he had found that spot in this bill for the codification 
of the revenue lawe—a great commentary upon the 
rules of the House, made to protect slave interests 
In the course of his argument, he called the attention 
of the House to the tenth article of the Ghent treaty, 
signed by such illuetrious men as John Quincy Adams, 
J. A. Bayard, Albert Gallatin, and the slaveholder 
Henry Clay, snd that your readers may get the force 
of his argument drawn from it, I will italicize the 
words as used : “ Whereas, the treffic in slaves is trrecon 
cilable with the principles of humanity and justice, and 
whereas both his Majesty and the United States arc 
desirous of continuing their efforts to promote its en- 
tire abolition, it is hereby agreed that both the con- 
tracting parties shall use their best endeavors to accom- 
plish so desirable an object.” This treaty, with the sig- 
nature of Henry Clay, was put home with great pow- 
er upon the defenders and abettors of this wholesale 
slave-extending party, mieuamed Democracy ; and the 
old war-horse of freedem beat himself, if he did not 
fairly distance all his previous efforts. It stirred the 
bile of Mr. Cox of the same state, who is notorious 
for having led off against Lecompton and backing 
down among the first, at the last session. The debate 
between the two was exciting, but perfectly respect- 
ful. The amendment will come up fora vote early 
next week, but it will be killed in the Committee of 


the Whole, so as to prevent a yea and nay vote in the 
House.

The word of God is spoken too in the pulpits with in- 
creasing earnestness.

I firmly believe, not on 
the capital and Congress day by day, but with the 
few that sre wrestling as if they could not be denied 
but must bave # blessing.

The season of our great annual festival has come 
and gone; but we have known nothing yet of winter 
wild ; the temperature has been that of epring—44°, 
and higher than the average of nearly forty years. 
There has been pale sunshine on green fields and the 
unbound rivers; there have been also thunder, light- 
ning, hai), and rain, with mighty winds. The little 
ones and young people do not know how to reconcile 
fact and experience with the charming winter-pieces 
which form part ef our illustrated Christmas litera- 
ture ; nipping frosts and thick-ribbed ice are to them 
matters of imagination rather than of fact. 

The newspapers both of London and the country 
have pleasant and very suggestive notices of Christ 
mas festivities, and of the share of the very poorest 
in them The mild weather, the continuous employ- 
ment, the moderate prices of provisions, have, of 
couree, greatly tended to widen the circle of enjoy- 
ment; and grocers tell of the unexampled sale of 
plume for the pudding. 

Moet touching and impressive are the notices of the 
provision made for feasting in the work-houses. One 
might weep and rejoice at the sametime. The poor ye 
have always with you ;—the widow, the orphan, the 
hopelessly feeble, the aged, and the host which have 
destroyed themselves,—that exceeding great army re- 
cruited by Sin, by misgovernment, and by unavoida- 
ble misfortune. It is appalling to have to write these 
down as equal in numbers to half the population of 
the United States. Yetso itis. One cannot but re- 
joice that the 60,000 inmates of the work houses and 
unions of London made merry in the homes provided 
for them by the wise bounty of the Legislature ; and 
would say of theee work-houses, as of hospitals, and 
a thousand agencies of benevolence, See what Chris- 
tianity is doing for man in his lowest estate! But 
that there should be 60,000 so to be provided for, and 
a far larger number who are, in a sense, worse off, be-

“UNCLE TOM” IN GREEK. 


Brooxrieco, Jan. 16, 1858. 
To rus Epitors ov Tur Inperea Dent : 

GentLemen: In glancing over the letter from 
Thomas Watts, Esq , of the British Museum, which 
appeared in The Independent of Jan. 13th, communi- 
cating interesting facts respecting ‘“ Unele Tom,” I 
noticed the following passage: “In the Asiatic lan- 
guages the only version I have yet seen is in the Arme- 
nian.” 

On perusing the above it occurred to me that it 
might ,be of interest to some to know that “Unsle 
Tom” appeared as a weekly serial ina Greek news- 
paper, of which, unfortunately, I now forget the 
name. In the euanmer of 1853 J met a Greek resident. 
of Constantinople at the island of Prinkipo, the Baden 
Spe of the Periotes. “Uncle Tom” was at that time 
taking the literary world by storm. 

It was evening when this gentleman addressed me, 
es we were both pacing up and down the quay, and 
listening to the music of the festive bands. The night 
was perfectly calm, but a thunder-storm was brooding 
over the mountains of the opposite coast, and inces- 
eant flashes illumined the gloom, lighting as with 
day the shores of Anatolia, the tranquil bosom of tae 
Marmors, the island where repose the ashes of the 
empress Irene, and the picturesque groups whieh 
moved gaily in the foreground ; while the wild bursts 
of music made a fitting prelude to the long, low thnn- 
dcr that rumbled over the deep. 

Strange as was the ecene, it seemed still more 
strange to hear my companion, a Greek in the land of 
the Turk, introduce “ Unele Tom” as a topic of con- 
versation. Shelby, St. @lair, “ Oncle Tome,” as he 
called him with his foreign aecent, Cassy, and Le- 
gree, appeared to him like household words, and of 
the whole work he expressed himself in terms of the 
warmest enthusiasm. He kindly offered to shew mo 
the sheets containing the translation, but, being 
obliged to leave the ensuing morning I lost that grat- 
ification. 

This is a specimen of the reception given to “hon- 
ett old Nuncle” in “ the clime of the East, in the land 
of the sun.”

cause they are not so badly off, isa thought which 
fille the mind with sadness ; and one would sit down 
as with Job and his friends in dumb meditation on the 
miseries of our race; all, to our dim apprehension, 
made in vain! Then to think of the fact, that in 
London alone, in this festive week, death passed upon 
1,240 souls ; and that sixteen persons, all young men, 
were hurried out of life, not from the sick chamber, 
but without warning or presentiment, panio-stricken, 
crushed, and stifled, on the stair of a theater. 

The best Christmas news is from India. He maketh 
wars to ecase. The work of pacification is going on; 
and efforts are being made to communicate to the pop- 
ulations the mereiful resolves and designs of the 
Queen. A number of rebels who had been caught 
and condemned to death have been pardoned, and 
thus made livirg epistles. They have been sent 
abroad bearing copies of the Proclamation. It would 
certainly appear that everywhere the respectable 
classes sre pleased with the terms of the Proclama- 
tion, and with the ehange of Government. 

The most curious Christmas news is from Ireland. 
It is very Irish, and farcical enough ; and yet not 
without a touch of the melancholy and tragical in it. 
Some secret societies have been unmasked by inform- 
ers ;—not the old Ribbon-men, who, with “ wild jus 
tice,” as O'Connell called it, or with wild and eanni- 
bal injustice, bought and sold murder for pence, and 
who would shoot down the priest at the altar, if he 
presumed to interfere in their designs ; not these, but 
some recruits of Young Ireland, or rather recruits of 
Young Ireland escaped to otherlands. Ina word,— 
secret societies organized to assist “the Americans,” 
who were expected in Ireland at Christmas, to pro- 
claim the republic ;—* the Americans” and those other 
lovers of freedom, “the French.” In England not 
half a thought is or will be given to these disclosures 
and strange expectations; they will noteven attain 
to the dignity of provoking contempt. Those who 
know the Iriehry in New York, and the tricksters 
who there make capital of Irish passion and Irish 
prejudice, will understand this affair better than it 
can be understood by any on this side of the Water. 

The queetion ef Parliamentary Reform is in the 
forefront and being widely discussed. Mr. Bright

By favor of one noble lord, an Oxford grad- 
uate of his own standing, he obtained a seat; by fa- 
vor of another Oxford contemporary, the chief pro- 
prietor of The Times, he got access to the leading 
journal, in which have been reflected his mental and 
moral peculiarities beyond mistake of any who knew 
him as undergraduate and graduate. He is a Dar- 
rister, and his is the morality of the Bar, ia the worst 
senee ;—audacious, unchastised, loquacious, scornful, 
sarcastic; neither his rhetoric nor his logie is in- 
epired or guided by the higher morality. Withal he 
has known and knows the value of honesty, in the 
limited sense ; and in private life he is unimpeach- 
able. Only he has given and will give to himself,and 
to party, what was meant for mankind. Thus much 
to explain the tone of The Times in respect to Reform 
and to Mr. Bright,—in regard to whom one’s chief 
eoncern is, that he is in danger of being sorely over- 
tasked in liberty’s defense.
